"I have no alterna- 
te in the matter," stated the physician. 
'The law says that they must b« vacci- 
uatod or quit school nnd that is what we 
me enforcing. 
One ot the instances to 


which you probably refer 
is that of a 


yonng girl 
whom 
I ordered to quit 


school after the physician had said she 
was not in n physical condition to en- 
able her to itand vaccination. I 
sent 


all the papers, the statement of the 
physician, etc., to Dr. Dixon, 
head of 


ths Stato Health Board, and I received a 
oommnnication from him in 
which he 


states that the action in refusing to al- 
low the girl to attend school was a 
proner one and that the girl conld not 
be allowed to attend" school until she 
•was vaccinated." The 
action ol 
the 


State Board in compelling those pupils 
to icmain out of school whom the phy- 
sicians have refused to allow to be vac- 
cinated is likely to result in action! to 
test the Jaw, for in some instances the 
teachers have been advised to allow 
inch pupils to attend school notwith- 
standing the edict of the State Health 
Board.

Here, it may be added, that the world 


at la-ge is interested more in what you 
do nut know, than in what you do. Talk, 
for instance, about your faith and you are 
tires jme, but discourse on jour doubts 
will likely 
prove entertaining.

bhonld not prove discouraging to the 
young. 
What wo seek in others n earn- 


estmss and, young or old, mankind is 
mori likely to wax eloquent over the un- 
solvublo problems of life, as they appear 
to UP, than over the few facts familiar to 
us till.

DR. DIXON'S PLEA 


FOR VACCINATION 


State Health Commissioner Earnestly 


Appeals to Parents to Protect 


Tbeir Children From the 


Horrors of Small-pox. 


8AY8 PEOPLE ARE MISGUIDED 


Antl-VaccinatlonietB 
Fill 
Parents' 


Mlnde With Prejudice, But In Spite 
of 
Opposition the 
Law U Being 


Enforced In Thousands of Schools. 
Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, state commis- 


sioner of health, has given out the 
following interview in reference to the 
enforcement ot the vaccination law: 


"While the United States govern- 


ment licenses and holds under super- 
vision the vaccine farms of the coun- 
try in order that our people may have 
vaccine virus produced in the purest 
state for protection against the most 
terrible and loathsome disease Known 
to man, and while the Prussian empire 
by compulsory vaccination has practi- 
cally cuei minated small-pox, the great 
state of Pennsylvania has depended 
largely on the intelligence of her peo- 
ple to guard against the disease by 
voluntary vaccination. 


"To the credit of our citizens this 


precaution has been widely taken, but 
the 17,000 case-s of small-pox that have 
oecuired In Pennsylvania during the 
last few years, and which have given 
this state a black mark among her 
sister commonwealths, show the need 
of enforcirg the laws that have been 
passed by our legislatures 
for 
the 


purpose of getting our people vacci- 
nated 


"One 
of these laws, the act of June 


18, 1905, piovides that our children In 
the schoolb 
must all be vaccinated, 


and that if the parents of the children 
refuse to permit their children and 
the 
community to be thus guarded 


against small-pox such children shall 
not be permitted to attend the schools. 


Thousands Being Vaccinated. 


"While thousands of school children 


throughout the state are being vacci- 
nated with the consent of their par- 
ents, who desire to protect their lil- 
tle ones against the ravages of small- 
pox, 
I am ashamed to say that cer- 


tain men are going about the state 
seeking for self-advertisement to in- 
cite the ignorant against vaccination 
and to influence our school teachers 
to become law breakers. 


"The wildest literature is circulated 


depicting alleged horrors of vaccina- 
tion. In some districts you will find 
that the death of nearly every child 
in the community Is being laid to vac- 
cination. 


Danger of Small-pox. 


"I realize how a parent will oppose 


the vaccination of his child when the 
mind of such parent has been rilled 
with blind prejudice and Ignorant su- 
perstition. If this parent could only 
realize the crime he or she commits 
against the child by leaving it exposed 
to the honors of small-pox. 


"The anti-vaccinatianlsts go into a 


community and they say to the par- 
ents' 'You have no small-pox around 
here now There is no danger trom 
small-pox. 
Why then submit your 


children to vaccination?' These men 
know that small-pox lurks in the hand- 
shake, that a victim of the mildest 
form of the disease may come into a 
community that has never known 
small-pox, and that the infection thus 
introduced may quickly attack arj en- 
tire unvaccinated district, carrying off 
hundreds of children and adults be- 
fore the epidemic has been checked. 
The very tramp that comes along the 
country road and asks alms of your 
child may m return for the little one's 
kindness Infect It with deadly small- 
pox. 


"These are facts, and, therefore, the 


vaccination law is wise when it re- 
quires that unvaccinated children shall 
be debarred from school In the rural 
district as well as the crowded city." 


A Strong Personal Plea. 


The following letter has been sent 


by Health Commissioner Dixon to a 
leading 
citizen of a district where 


anti-vacclnationists have stirred up op- 
position to the enforcement of the law: 


My Dear Sir—The fact that your 


tTresnmoT Wlierr" vaccination Is" not 
carrlnrl on WP tret the opposite result 
In the city of Valparaiso, Chile, there 
were 11,000 rases of small-pox during 
the year of 1905, with mor« than 6000 
fleaths 
During the last half of the 
ynar 1894 the record of deaths from 
email-pox In the United States of 
America was 606, of which number 404 
were charged to our own state. 
You ask If time cannot be given be- 
fore legal action Is taken -to punish 
those who defy the beneficent law to 
guard the health of our people in this 
commonwealth. The resistance to vac- 
cination alone demonstrates the im- 
portance of having a law to require 
the vaccination of those who desire to 
take advantage of the schools support- 
ed by the commonwealth. 
It is evident that If we had no such 
a law our Innocent people would con- 
stantly be thrown in contact with a 
disease which is sickening to even the 
medical man, let alone those who are 
not constantly thrown In contact with 
diseased persons. 


Effects of Epidemics. 


The law has been on the statute 


books for ten years, during which tlmp 
Jt has not been enforced, with a result 
of two or three severe epidemics, which 
cost the state and different municipali- 
ties thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars and many precious lives, indeppn- 
dent of paralyzing Industries In certain 
centres. 
Now notwithstanding that the new 
department has been In active exist- 
ence since June 6 there has not been 
a law suit brought by it to punish any- 
one. The person made responsible for 
the executive work has trusted to the 
intelligence of our people and tried to 
educate them and disabuse their minds 
of the fallacies that they have been 
taught by the charlatan. 
Prom the fact that the department 
has given out on request over 450 000 
blank certificates and that it takes 
about 2000 a day to supply the present 
demand, it is evident that vaccination 
is going on most satisfactorily in the 
greater part of our community There- 
fore I still have hope that those in 
your community will come to then- 
senses and take advantage of tbp great 
protective — vaccination — without the 
department being forced to punish any- 
one for violating the law which was 
created for the public good. 
The law reads that no child shall be 
admitted to school without producing 
a certificate of successful vaccination, 
or of having had small-pox Therefore, 
it is not In the power of any one in 
this form of government to set aside 
the law of the commonwealth 
No one w.ll ever succeed in doing 
away with s. vaccination law In this 
state, leaving us a prey to one of the 
most horrible diseases that can invade 
our commonwealth While other states 
and the federal government are pass- 
ing laws to protect the health of their 
people we certainly will not take a step 
backward toward the dark ages 
Asking you to make any suggestions 
that you believe I could follow out to 
influence your people to take advant- 
age of vaccination, I am

Among tbe most magnificent cathe- 
rals of Eur jpe is York Minster. It is 
le of the most interesting of English ca- 
iedrals. Especially worthy of notice is 
he decoratml stained glass, the great 
ait windoa being almost unrivalled. A 
reat addition to the beautiful appear- 
ce of the Minster are the three gigantic 


owers. 


One of tho noblest specimens of Nor- 


man architecture is Durham Cathedral, 


he iuteriov presents the appearance of 
icky solidity and of undetermiuate de- 
ation. It combines absolutely perfect 
roportion in all its original parts with a 
armonious magnificence of detail in its 
uBslvn columns and arches. 
It has re- 


ently been supplied with very costly 
lodern fittings including a new organ 
uilt on the largest scale and of fine tone, 
urhum Cathedral has long been cele- 
rated and t-till maintains its reputation 
or its choral services, as being at least 
qual to any in England in point of inus- 
cbl execution. 


The largest cathedral of England is 
mt of St. raulfl, London. It is in the 
orm of a Liitin cross. This cathedral is 
emakable chiefly for its massive simpli- 
ty and beautiful proportions. The in- 
rior is imiwsing from its vastness. 
It 


eems almost a miraculous work per- 
ormed by other than human hands or 
uman minds. 
> 


The longest cathedral of England, ex- 
epting Canterbury, Is that of Winchest- 
r. It is noted for its beautiful interior 
hicli ranks witb any English cathedral, 
t is alpo noted for its exquisite perpendi- 
ular style. 
The chief glory of the'city of Lincoln, 
Ingland, is its cathodral, admittedly one 
f the finest in England. The choir of 
iis cathedral is called 
the "Angel 


Jboir." The music rendered is of the 
most refining nfcture. 
In addition to the 


cavity of this edifice is the. matchless 
entral towor and tbe decorated choir, 
with its rich sculpturing. 


One of tbo most noble cathedrals of 


England is Litchfield, which, during late 


ears, has been remodelled and in it 
laced a statue of Queen Victoria. 
Tbe cathedral whose beautiful perpen- 
icular cloixters are world-famed is called 


Woicester Cathedral. Its chapel house 
was originnlly Norman. 


The remodelling of this cathedral in 


aany ages Classes it at the present era 
mong the notable and interesting cathe- 
rais of England 
The noble Cathedral 


if Hereford exhibits every variety of 
tyle from Norman to perpendicular, a 
pecial feature being the organ and the 
map of the world. 


The most perfect example of pure Early 


English style is Salisbury 
Cathedral, 


whose spire is the loftiest in England. 
Che windows and pillars are exemplary 
specimens of fine art. 


The city of Cambridgeshire is benuti- 


led by a cathedra), which, as we see it 
oday, is one of tbe most glorious shrines 
n Christendom.

It is beautified by a central tower 
nuilt in tho fifteenth century. 


On* of the smallest, jet perhaps the 


most "jautiful of modern English cathe- 
drals, is located in Wells. It is mainly 
Early English style. Its chief glory is 
the inserted tower arches and the beau- 
tiful old glass of the east windows. 


A fine example 
of late Norman is 


found ID tbe Cathedral of Oxford. Tbe 
wall is poro Norman. The choir, with its 
richer ornamentation, is exemplary. 


The Cathedral of Bristol was formally 


a monastic church, but being destroyed 
by lire it has been rebuilt during the 
pas', years and it now presents an ap- 
pearance of- high rank. 


Exeter Cathedral is a long, low edi 


flee with massive towers. Tbe main 
features are the splendid organ Bad the 
"Great Peter Bell." 


The mom perfect types of Early Eng 


lish stylo are represented in the Oathe 
drals cf Rochester and Peterborough. ID 
the interior of the latter there are three 
beautiful arches. Two ancient gateway: 
make DP the remaining objects of inter 
est. 


The finest object In the city of Beverly 


Eng., is tbe superb Gothic Minster, runt 
Ing next to Vork Minster among the 
oburcb structures ot the country and dis 
playing different styles of Gothic archi 
lecture. 


One of the grandest choirs in Englanc 


is that of Carlisle Cathedral. The orna 
mentation of tbe east windows of the ca 
tbadral are of matchless beauty. 


The Cathedral of Plpon exhibits ever 


Scots but was restored and is now noted 
for its fine appearance. 


An irregular massive structure is the 


Cathedral of Chester. It, like most of 
the English cathedrals, became a catbe- 
drnl after tbe dissolution of tbe monas- 
teries. 


The spire of Norwich Cathedral is the 


highest is) England next to Salisbury. 
Special feature* are tbe relics, consisting 
of two arches, and its cloisters with orna- 
mentation almost wholly 
Norman in 


stylo. 


In tho Ontliedral of Obichestcr there is 


a detachable bell tower, the only struc- 
ture of its kind hold by English cathe- 
dral. 
The nrchfs are double, a peculiar 


mode of construction, which is found in 
Manchester Cathedral and in some parish 
churches. 


Laat but not leant is Westminster Ab- 


bey. 
As coronation church of the sover- 


eigns of England it has acquired fame 
and importance which in a certain sen«» 
outvie those of St. Paul. The choir, 
where the coronation takes place, is a 
fine specimen of Early English. 


The nave, with its cluster columns, its 


beautiful triforium, and its lofty and 
finely proportioned roof, is tho most Im- 
pressive portion of the interior. 


The greater part of the 
Alibcy is dark 


and its tolemoity is so impressive that 
for a time the haughty world is forgot- 
ten. 


Tlie Royal Tombs ara worthy of men- 


tion, for buried in tlie dnst of the Abbey 
is a worltl of pomp and state. Thus his- 
tory is represented in the wonderful Ab- 
bey of Westminster. 


These cathedrals are the history of the 


English people from the introduction of 
clnistiaiiity into Britain until the present 
era.

State Health Commissioner Dixon has 


appointed 950 local registrars for the col- 
lection ot vital statistics for the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Health. 


Thie army of officials was selected with 


grout caie by Commissioner Dixon, after 
consultation with physicians and other 
responsible persons in the 'community 
for which the registrars have been ap- 
pointed. 


The roRistrare have been officially noti- 


fied of ilieir appointment and directed to 
begin work on January 1, when the new 
State law regulating vital statistic! goes 
into effect. 


Secretaries or other officials of local 


Boards of Health were given preference 
oy OommissiflDLr Dixon in tLe selection 
of these registrars. In the larger cities, 
where accurate statistics are now being col- 
lected, the present officials have been re- 
tained, making the necessary returns to 
the State Health Department. 


The registrars will reoeive 25 cents for 


each birth and death they report. They 
will also receive 25 cents for each month- 
ly report of no deaths or births for any 
month. They are enticed to a fee of 50 
cents for each disinterment permit issued 
by them, the fee to be paid by the person 
receiving the pennit. 
PENALTY 
FOR FAILURE TO RE- 


PORT. 


Under the law creating the Bureau of 


Vital Statistics, local or deputy regis- 
trars who fail or neglect to perform their 
duty may be removed by the Stat» Health 
Commissioner, and be further deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction be punished by a fine of not less 
than $10 nor more than $100. 


After January 1 next all births and 


deaths in Pennsjlvania must be regis- 
tered within ten days after their occur- 
rence. 
Every physician in the State has 


bean or will be in the neit few days fur- 
nished with a standard form on which to 
certify births and deaths. These certifi- 
cates will be sent by the phyiscian to the 
local legistrar, by whom they will be 
transmitted to the State Department of 
Health 


Certificates at both birth and death will 


be required in the case of every still-born 
child, and no midwife will b« permitted 
to sign the death certificate of a still- 
born child. 
Heavy penalties are provid- 


ed for failure to report all such deaths to 
the proper medical officer or Coroner. 


Commieaioner Dixon has arranged to 


keep a record of every case of contagious 
disease, to regulate ttie preparation of 
transportation of 
bodies 
of 
persons 


whose dentils are attributed to conta- 
gious diseases, and to have direct super- 
vision of the reports of every physician, 
undertaker, midwife and soxton in the 
State.
